TMi Mlwwinmii is used to designate a rank of coal more generally

To underitand tiie reason for this 
decision, one oupht to live in the 
Mediterranean region, where the olive 
is a vital factor in the lives of the peo 
pie.

Olive culture has already a.ssuraed 
great importance in our own country. 
In 1916 (the latest year for which fig- 
ures ate available) there were in Cali- 
fornia 834,988 oIlTe trees in bearing, 
and 515,221 not yet old enou^rli to yield 
fruit. The state's production in that 
year was 1.000,000 gallons of olive oil 
and 1300,000 gallons of pickled oUvef=. 

The olive tree was Introduced in 
California by Spanish priests, the first 
prove being planted in San Diego iu 
]7<)9. From those trees Is descended 
wtmt Is today the most popular variety, 
the so-called Mission olive.

Tliere are more women in Industry 
in Japan than tliere are men, accord- 
to a trtatement recently made by the 
War Work Council of the Young Wo- 
meo% ChristlBa Aaaociation. 

The worid war baa broeght 850,000 
women and girts into tb« daily grind 
of Industry according to this state- 
ment ; 90,000 of them little girls under 
fifteen years of age who work twalve 
hours at-a wage of tan to twenty cents 
a day, that Vttm worid oMiy have sOk 
dresses and munitions. 

in Tokyo alone, a city ef two and 
one-half million people, there are 100,- 
000 women employed in sixty-two Itt 
flostrice aad baalBeaoas vatytag from 
work as telephone operators, clerks, 
stenographers and bookkeepers to 
work in silk and other sorta Of fSc-* 
'ories and domestic worlL 

Bach yoar tbeassads of tlieae wo- 
men go back to their homes in the 
country, broken in health and victims 
of tuberculosis because of the poor 
conditions under wlilch they work and 
live. TlMy are boosed in dormitories 
la the factory compound. These dormi- 
tories are frequently unsanitary. The 
girls work long hours, hare no recre 
atlon and on finishing their long da.v 
go immediately to bed, oftentimes a 
bed which a girl who works at night 
has been sleeping In all day. 

As part of Its world service for wo- 
men, the Toung Women's Christian 
Association plans to build dormitories 
in manufacturing towns where girl.^ 
may live dbeaply under h e alt hful 
physical and social conditions, to send 
<»ut secretaries who can Introduce rec- 
i-eation Into the factory compound aad 
direct games and social life. 

This la done with the co-operation 
'if the factories' managers sod pro 
prietora. One of the most Influeuttnl 
of these is .Mrs. Suzuki, the most 
prominent woman luanufacturer in 
lapan, who Is owner and manager of a 
tirm which exported $11,000^000 worth 
of bean oil to America last year. 

Recently Mrs. Suzuki decided to 
employ one thousand women In her

Heated Cave; Vault Kept 
Wann by VtMcaoic Fires 

The mummified remains of 13 Aleu- 
tians were found in a steam-heated 
cave on Raganil island recently, aad 
11 of them have been taken to the na- 
tional museum at Washington. The 
cavern that ser%-ed as a burial vault 
was kept warm by volcanic fires. The 
mummies were wra|iped in skins and 
nets, and were omipletely dried up. It 
Is supposed that the ancestors of the 
present island natives mummified 
their dead because they did not wish 
to part ftosi them, snd nor for any 
religious reason.^ Their method was 
to wrap the l)odies in the skins and 
intestinal membranes of sea mammals, 
place them in a squatting attitude on 
wooden trsys, and hang them op in 
dry caves, liaay of them found ai% | 
undoubtedly very ancient, but of the : 
origin and history of the race little Is I 
known. The Aleutians spoke the Rus- '< 
8ian language when the Iriands passed 
into the possession of the United 
States, along with Alaska, in 1887. 
Then until 1SS4 they were left to gov- 
ern themselves. They have now for- 
gotten the Russian tongue, and are be- 
coming Americanized. Most of them 
live In clean wooden houses and wear 
Ameriean clothes. The women weavp 
wonderful fabrics of grass, so finely 
plaited that they r eacmb le silk.

Food for Young Children. 
A little child who is carefully fed, 
receives each day at least one food 
from eadi of the foUowing groopa: 
Milk, or dMMs wm6» ef wMk; llsh. 
poultry, and eggs. 

Bread and other cereal foods. But- 
ter and other wholesome fats. Veg- 
etables and fratta. Simple sweets. 

Milk, the natnral food ftor the chUd. 
Is the most Important. A quart of milk 
a day is the usual required allowance. 
The greats part of this is given as a 
drink or as oceiali^ or with bread, 
as braad^ and nrilk. 

Ifllk Is served on fruits that are 
mildly acid, such as pears, baked ap- 
ples and berries. Milk Is used in 
aoopa. costards, jnnkets and in the 
place of water for gruels and eeieals. 

Compared with other foods milk 
contains much lime but little iron. For 
this reason egg yolk is always a much 
needed food to sapply the iron. Spin- 
ach Is also ridi in Iron. 

Milk, besides Its other good prop- 
erties, contains a sobstance which pro- 
motes growtk. neie !• apparently no 
food which can asrve ae w^i as a 
basis for tbe diet of the healthy child. 

Bread and milk may well be the 
chief. If not tbe only dish, in the sup- 
per for Utde cfaOdren. If tbe milk is 
not rich, qwead the bread with butter. 
Bread shonld be at least twenty-four 
hours old. Toast or craciEeta nay he 
served occasionally. 

Cereals wen coo&ed to soften the 
fiber, make especially good breakfeSt 
dishes as well as desserts. Cereals 
may he cooked In skim milk, thus giv- 
ing the child the additional nourish- 
ment ef the milk which is as good ea 
whole milk if a bit of butter l» 
added. 

Rice baked In a slow oven will ab- 
sorb six times Its volume of ^im milk. 
With a few raisins and a Mt of aagar 
this makes an Ideal dessert. 

Other than fresh milk, such as con- 
densed, evaporated or powdered milk 
should never be used for children when 
It Is poaiible to get the freA milk. 

Another way to serve milk to chil- 
dren Is in milk soups. The following 
is a good recipe which may be varied 
With any thoroughly cooked and rieed 
vegetaMe: Itth two evpAda of mSSk, 
one tablespoonful each of flour and 
butter well mixed, a little salt and 
two-thirds of a cupful of mashed 
vegetable Cook until smooth and not 
too thick.

In some places a single stone, nearly 
the size of the head, is first used, then 
u smaller one and so on until the 
work ts ooo^tleted. Cords are geor 
erally attached to ttie lips, and one la 
run through the top of The head to sus- 
pend it" by.
